Voting will be from noon until 7 
p. m., and those living in precinct 
No. 1, Antioch township, will vote 
in the high school gymnasium, and 
those in precinct No. 2, Lake Villa 
township, will vole in the gymna- 
sium of the Lake Villa grade school. 

The proposals will be: 

"Shall the board of education of 
1'ownship High school district No. 
117, Lake County, 111., build an ad- 
dition to the present school building 
now owned and used by said school 
district for school purposes?" and 

"Shall the board of education of 
Township High school dist. number 
117, Lake county, 111., issue bonds of 
said district to the amount of 
$700,000, to become due $15,000 on 
January 1, 1952, $30,000 on January 
1 of each of the years, 1953 to 1958 
inclusive, $35,000 on January 1, 1959, 
$40,000 on January 1 of each of the 
years 1960 to 1964 inclusive, and 
$45,000 on January 1 of each of 
years 1965 to 1970, inclusive, and 
bear interest at the rate" of 3% per 
cent per annum, payable on Jan. 1, 
1952 and semi-annually thereafter, 
for the purpose of building an ad- 
dition to the present school building 
how owned and used by said school 
district for school purposes?"

To many, it may seem a rea- 
sonable procedure. But the Bureau's dirctor, J. Edgar 
Hoover, sees the matter differently. And his twofold 
reason far opposing opening of the files is of the 
highest importance.' 

First, opening the files would gravely damage 
the Bureau's future efforts in obtaining confidential 
information, by disclosing the names of informants. 
Some of the witnesses whose testimony led to the 
conviction of the 11 Communist leaders in New York 
had risked their lives as undercover employes of the 
FBI. In Mr. Hoover's words, "A disclosure of FBI 
reports would reveal the identity of confidential 
sources of information and. if it did not place the 
lives of such persons in actual jeopardy, it would 
certainly ruin their future value and effectiveness." 
And, moreover, criminals and subversives would be 
forewarned and would conduct themselves according-

SURPRISE COMING 

'Magnetism 7 
Catches Fish 



WASHINGTON—A powerful, 

Svengali-liko force soon may be 

j invandlng the unsuspecting world of 

j This "force" Is reportedly cap- 
I able of attracting nnd compelling 
the choicest fish in the sea to swim 
.docilely into man's waiting net. 

I In the past, fish always have had 
some chance of escaping even the 
most efficient fishing equipment, 
notes the Notional Georgaphlc So- 
ciety. Now, however, a German 
scientist, Dr. Konrnd Kreutzor, Is 
perfecting an electrical fishing de- 
vice which he claims can "magne- 
tize" a field of water and bring 
Into the net all the best fish within 
the area, 

Electrode Used 

An electrode attached to the net 
Is supposed to head the fish magi- 
cally in its direction by emitting a 
positive electric current. Moved by 
the pulsing electric shocks, the 
tails of the fish paddle the unwill- 
ing bodies into the waiting trap. 

The inventor, it Is said, may well 
revolutionize commercial fishing 
and make possible better world 
utilization of world fishery re- 
sources. 

An estimated 00 per cent of the 
German fish catch, for example, is 
too small for commercial use. 
Though the undersized fish oVe 
tossed back into the sea, too many 
die or nre fatally injured during 
the catch in » process. With success- 
ful electrical fishing only the large, 
commercially important fish would 
be caught. 

This is managed, theoretically, 
by synchronizing the rapidity of 
electrical shecks with the normal 
tail movement of the desired fish. 
A large, slow-moving fish, for ex- 
ample, would not require as fre- 
quent electrical shocks or pulses 
to be guided into the net as would 
a small, quick-moving fish. 

Young Fish Protected 

Not only frequency but the 
strength of the electrical current 
Is a factor separating the cntch of 
large fish from small ones. Big 
fish, experiments show, tap higher 
voltage than small ones and re- 
act quicker to electrical stimulus. 
Hence: by adjusting the strength 
and frequency of shock to big fish 
only, the young fish— potential food 
bank of the future— are protected 
and conserved by man as never 
before. 

Experiments In electrical fishing 
began on inland waters in Ger- 
many in the middle twenties but 
successful use of the Information 
secured was only occasional. Aft- 
er World War II electrical fishing 
was promoted by several technical 
improvements, but was still con- 
fined to small rivers with a water 
level of not more than six and a 
half feet.

"It became necessary for us to 
establish a limit so that in event 
the cost went up, we would not 
have -to vote again," he said, 

Birkhcad pointed to the fact that 
the average rale of interest for 
school money now is around 2 per 
cent. 

"DeKalb's rate was as low as 1.5 
per cent, DesPlaines was 1.60. Pala- 
tine paid 2.11 per cent and Waucon- 
da, which contracted for the' sale be- 
fore the election and got extra ser- 
vices paid the maximum of 2.33 
per cent," he said. 

Antloch's bonds would be through 
competitive sealed bids. 

The average yearly payment to 
retire the 20-ycar issue and pay in- 
terest based on an estimate of 2 
per cent would be $43,812. 
Expect 16 Cent Increase 

The present assessed valuation of 
the Antioch High school district is 
$23,113,840. To produce the slightly 
lower figure of $41,783 from this 
evaluation, a tax rate of 18 cents 
per $100 of assessed value would be 
required. 

This rate of 16 cents added to the 
present tax rate of the Antioch 
High school would still leave this 
high school one of the lowest, if not 
the lowest, high school tax rate in 
Lake County, the board of education 
explained. 

"If Antioch High school students 
over and above capacity ol the pre- 
sent building must be sent to other 
high schools in Lake County and 
their tuition paid from tax money, 
it would require an expenditure of 
$700,000 in fewer than 10 years," 
Principal Birkhcad sold. 

"By building an additon and oper- 
ating its own school, Antioch High 
school can save enough money to 
pay for the addition and operating 
costs by 1963 rather than pay tui- 
tion to other high schools."

The woman will be selected by a 
special screening committee of the 
junior chamber of commerce. 

The main qualifications are that 
she be a college graduate with on 
ability to write and the fortitude to 
endure such hardships as might be 
encountered on the trip. If she can 
drive a jeep and also cook, then so 
much the better, Towns said.

Ftntttt 
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Inaccurate Measurements 
Plague to Home Cooking 

NEW YORK.— According to home 
economic experts, housewives' chief 
troubles in turning up with fiat 
cakes, porous muffins and other dis- 
agreeable kitchen results stem di- 
rectly from improper measure- 
ments. And, they add, the measur- 
ing errors are not always the fault 
of the cook because some measur- 
ing devices aren't accurate. 

Many of these instruments, de- 
spite clear markings and stamps, 
aren't all the readings say they are. 
And, the experts continue, It's a sit- 
uation to investigate before com- 
plaining about the flour, other in- 
gredients or the stove. 

Not all kitchen measuring uten- 
sils are inaccurate. At least three 
^manufacturers — two of aluminum 
and one of glass — make proud 
boasts of having correct measure- 
ments, clearly labeled. 

The trouble is it's hard to tell 
when a measuring utensil is off. 
Recent informal tests of measuring 
cups showed some of them to be as 
much as one-third off, either over- 
size or on the skimpy side. Three 
out of four were inaccurate. Any of 
these faulty measures is capable of 
ruining any number of carefully 
compounded dishes. 

Food manufacturers have been 
aware of this situation for a long 
time— and also of the housewife's 
habit of using any handy piece of 
flat silver to measure quantities. In 
an effort to make recipes foolproof, 
some concerns have been providing 
their own measures. 

Manufacturers of unflavored gela- 
tine usually package exact quanti- 
ties of their product in individual 
envelopes. Each envelope is de- 
signed to be combined with a pint 
of water to make a gelatine food of 
the proper consistency. Of course, 
even this plan can be thrown out ol 

J air If the water measure is too far 
ut of lint.
